One examp!e is the way the Experi- 
imental Farms were treated under the 
Laurier regime. (The experimental 
farms, by the way, were started by Sir 
John Carling, 2 Conkervative agricul- 
tural minister.) - The yearly appropri- 
ations under the Liberals were the 
axmallest possible to keep the farms go- 
ing {no expansion work was attempted, 
no new lines taken up, and the money 
expended was not even sufficient to 
keep the farm buildings and equip- 
ment in proper repair. ‘In some cases 
‘the new Government found, when it 
came into power, "that the farm equip. 


* ment: was actually much inferior to 


that on the average Canadian farm, 
while the buildings were almost ready 
to fall down. : 

The change in policy 1s shown by 
the estimates. . For instance, the last 
Year of the Liberal regime there was 
provided in the public works estimates 
for oxperimental farms only $10,000. 
The estimates laid on the table this 
session provide for no less than $250,- 
000 for the improvement of  experi- 
mental farm buildings and for new 
buildings. 

For carrying on the experimental 
farms in all their branches there was 


Ae > provided, the last year of the Liberal 


rule, $215,000, -and this year the esti- 
mates contain less than $770,000 for 
similar work. For experimental farms 
altogether the rote, in 1911, was 
$225,000, and this ,year a little over 
2 million, or, to be exact, $1,025,000, 

The increase in appropriations this 
year are for three main purposes. 
First, expenditure on new lines . and 
methods of work. Second, expansion 
of old-lines of work; and, third, money 
for the purchase of additional stations, 
erection of new buildings, and pur- 
chase of equipment. 

A policy of specialization has been 
carried on in connection with the work. 
Three-yew divisions have — recently 
been formed on the Centra} Farm— 
Animal Hushandry, Field Husbandry 
and Agrostology, each with its separ’ 
ate appropriations: In the West there 
hare been large experiments in mixed 
farming, with a view to increasing 
this method of farming in the Prairie 
Provinces. Several of the stations, 
formeéfly not ‘equipped for live stock, 
haye “made Arrangements for such 
work. Prorision ‘has also been made 
for experimental work-in ponltry, in- 
volving expenditure for buildings, 
stock/and equipment. As for the ex- 
pansion of the old work, the progress 
in the past two ycars has been so great 
ax to make the lines of investigation 
seem. almost new. New stations hare 
been. recently established at Sidney 
and. Invermere, in British Columbia;

DIVORCE AW UNEQUAL i 


‘Poor Should ee Fair Chance | 
‘With Rich, Says Northrup. — | 


; 


Member For East VMastings Hales 
Question of Divorce *n Commons 
and After, Discussion Premier 

~Borden Moves Adjournment With 
Suggestion That Conference He 
Neld—Catholic Members Opposed 


OTTAWA, Feb. 17.—A resoluti:n 
calling for reform in Canadian dl- 
vorce _proced: re, 80 as to give the 
poor people a better chance, was pre- 
sented to the House of Commons last 
evening by W. B. Northrup, the Con- 
servatlve member for East Hastings. 

Mr. Northrup, in opening, said 
that Canada and Ireland were the 
only civilized countries in the world 
which granted divorces by act of Par- 
(lament. It had once been the prac: 
tice ‘In England to grant divorces in 
“that way, “But nearly 70 years age 


and thelr proce ire would be great- 


in el 


divorce courts had been  cstablished | 


Jy cheapened and simplified as a re- 
sult of the report of the royal com- 
mission of 1910. He did not advo- 
cato Increasing the grounds for di- 
Yorce or malntain§ that «divorcee 
sliould be granted at all, but there 
should elther be no divorces or there 
should be divorces for rich and poor 
alike. As it was only people of con- 
siderable moans could obtain a dl- 
vorce in’ Quebec, Ontario, Manitota, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, In the 
other four provinces there were di- 
vorce courts, 

“When a poor. man comes to me 

and says that bis wife has abandoned 
him and her children, and is living 
with another man in Watertown or 
Oswego, 1 can only advise him to get 
rich, {The poor cannot get divorces 
In Canada." 
* Hon. Rodolphe Lemicux sald that 
asa Roman Catholic he was opposed 
to all divorce legislation. Thg deplor- 
able condition of affairs in the Unit-d 
States should’ serve as a warning to 
Canada. In France the low birth rate 
was in part attributable to the dl- 
vorce law of 1884, and there was a 
strong agitation for fts modifica‘ion 
or repeal, 

F. B..Carvell (Carlton, N.B.) sup- 
ported Mr. Northrup’s motion. 

Judge Doherty, Minister of Justice, 
teminded the Hotige that the law of 
Canada did not recognize divorce at 
all. It was beside the question to 
talk of reforming our divorce proce. 
dure, or of conferring jurisdiction up- 
on the Judges. How could the judge 
grant divorces, unless Parliament 
firat’ passed a law establishing the 
eight to a divorce upon certain con- 
ditions therein prescribed? There 
was no Inequality In the present ays- 
tem, because no person in the pro- 
vinces of Quebec, Ontarlo, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta had’ any 
fegal right ghatever to obtain a dl- 
vorce. True, Parliament did at times 
pass private bills which had,the of- 
fect of divorces, but they constituted 
exceptions jo a “universal” rule “to” 
which he would be glad to have no 
exceptions herea-ter, 

Mr. Barnard (Victoria, B.C.) sald 
the divorcee courts of British Colum- 
bla worked satisfactorily. He moved 
an amendment-that the whole aub- | 
Ject be referred toa select committee, 

Sir Whifrid Laurier said the effort 
seemed to bo to make divorce easier. 
To this he was opposed. He thought 
the fewer dlvorces we had in this 
‘country the better,
